Dear Governor Cargo: 


An article in the February 22, 1968 New Mexican, in reference to 

the proposed State Police Academy to be built in Santa Fe, reported 
Chief Joe Black as stating that: “ . . . five architectural firms, 
three of them based in Santa Fe, have submitted preliminary 
sketches and plans for the complex . . . on speculation, at no cost 

to the taxpayers.” 


To the best of our knoweldge, Chief Black's remarks were accurate- 
ly reported. However, the Chief's words gave the impression that 
free architectural services were being rendered. The Santa Fe 
Chapter of the American Institute of Architects was upset by the 
implications of the article. Architects cannot afford to do free 
preliminary work. Competent work requires adequate pay, and 
competent architectural services are not expensive. If preliminary 
work is required, it should be paid for, regardless of whether the 
contract drawings are made by the same architect 


The Santa Fe Chapter of the A.I.A. would like to be assured that 
those in control of public funds, who are charged with procuring 
architectural services, are not permitted to request or use free 
services. Free services, and (less directly) the request for, and 
expectation of them, are detrimental to: first, the taxpayers, who 
cannot be assured of competently designed and constructed facilities 
under such a system; second, the government, which can look 
forward to extra charges for bringing facilities up to standard and 
to possible criticism for pressure tactics; and third, the architects, 
whom we believe are entitled to make a living, and who have 
pride in their profession and want to do competent work. No party 
to a building program can afford free architectural services. 


We feel that thru your office, you can make it clear to all state 
agencies that such procedures, unfortunately not uncommon, are 
unfair, uneconomical, and detrimental to all concerned. We 
earnestly ask that you do so.

New Mexico Architecture editor, John P. Conron, 
a member of the American Institute of Interior De- 
signers, as well as the American Institute of Archi- 
tects, presented the following remarks at the Central 
States Region, A. I. A. meeting in Missouri last Oc- 
tober. 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN OF THE 
AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF ARCHITECTS: 
WE INVITE YOU TO TAKE A NEW LOOK 
AT THE AMERICAN INSTITUTE 

OF INTERIOR DESIGNERS. 


Since its founding in 1931, the organization has 
expanded from a handful of people into an interna- 
tionally recognized body of over 4,000 members. 
These members are grouped in chartered chapters, 
covering all 50 states and including members in Can- 
ada, Mexico, Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Islands. 
The AID also has members in Argentina, Australia, 
Bermuda, Denmark, England, France, Hong Kong, 
India, Italy, Japan, Lebanon, Malaya, New Zealand, 
the Philippine Islands, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, 
and Thailand. 

The initials A. I. D., which recall the original 
name, the American Institute of Decorators, are still 
used to designate membership but the present name, 
the American Institute of Interior Designers, be- 
gins to indicate the broadened scope of the organiza- 
tion. 

During the last two and a half years an internal 
revolution has occurred. Under the presidency of 
James Merrick Smith, FAID, a new vitality can be 
felt throughout the national organization and all of 
the 41 chapters. 

Today, the aims and purposes of AID are be- 
ing constantly adjusted to embrace all of the essen- 
tials in the expanding concepts of environmental 
planning and design. 

A few short years ago the various chapters 
held cocktail parties and "decorated" historic hous- 
ез. Today, instead of remaining aloof from the chang- 
ing events, chapters and individual members are be- 
coming involved in their communities. Historic pres- 
ervation is replacing historic decoration; appropriate- 
ness of materials is replacing correctness of style. 
Color "trends" are being replaced by color science. 

I will briefly list a few of the things that have 
been happening in the AID: 


Г] ITEM 

Under initial impetus from AID, the many in- 
terior design educators have formed the Interior 
Design Educators Council (I. D. E. C.). Similar 
in scope to the AIA's Princeton Study, IDEC is tak- 
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ing the first serious look at the present schools of 
interior design. It will soon release its projections 
for future needs. Their recommendations will bring 
about curriculum changes in most—and perhaps all 
—of the present schools of interior design. I believe 
that a much closer curriculum relationship between 
all of the design disciplines in the universities is of 
vital importance—perhaps in the form of broadened 
schools of environmental design. 

Even today, the majority of students in interior 
design schools are different from the student of a 
few years ago. I had an exciting and somewhat stag- 
gering day in Los Angeles last July. In preparation 
for a panel discussion to take place at the Septem- 
ber AID Conference, five students (representing 
three schools of interior design in the Los Angeles 
area) and one architectural student from Berkeley 
were present. We discussed the broadest range of 
subjects. We discussed what effect the increased 
leisure time, the advent of the working robot, and 
the exploding population will have upon the sizes 
of rooms, and what forms these new living spaces 
might take. What happens to the form and shape 
of furniture when wood is no longer available in 
the present quantities? (We already begin to see 
some exciting furniture designs being produced in 
fiberglass, plexiglass, lucite, and paper.) We talked 
of social needs and the computer. To these students, 
and to the new face of involved professionalism in 
AID — ITS A WHOLE NEW BALL GAME! 


ITEM 

The AID has undertaken a voluntary accredita- 
tion program. Its purpose is to raise the professional 
standards of the members and to improve the practice 
of interior design. Written examinations, and subse- 
quent personal interviews, will be given the present 
members of AID. The examinations have been pre- 
pared by the Psychological Corporation (a specialist 
in the examination field.) The first group of volun- 
teers will be tested this winter. The proven exam- 
inations will soon become a requirement for all new 
members. 

Because no registration laws now exist, this ac- 
creditation program will be another way to demon- 
strate to you the architects and to the public the 
professional potential of the interior designers. 


L] ITEM 

For 25 years, AID has sponsored the Interna- 
tional Design Awards presentations each January 
at the Chicago Furniture Market. 

A totally new format was put into effect last 
January. As a result — 36 products of outstanding 
contemporary design received recognition by the in- 
stitute.

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In our own Rocky Mountain region, the presi- 
dents, or their appointed representatives, of the 
American Institute of Architects, the American Insti- 
tute of Interior Designers, and the American Soci- 
ety of Landscape Architects met in Denver on 
Monday, October 14th. Brought together under the 
sponsorship of the Arts and Humanities Council of 
the Federation of Rocky Mountain States, the three 
design organizations will lay the groundwork for a 
joint design-team approach to the not yet built town 
of Bell Creek, Montana. 

(The Federation of Rocky Mountain States was 
founded a few years ago after a meeting of the gov- 
ernors of the eight mountain states. These governors 
are members of the Board of Directors. The particu- 
lar Bell Creek project is only one of its diverse de- 
velopment interests. )

pared to AIA—4,000 members versus some 20,000 
members. And the "revolution" within the AID or- 
ganization is only in the first quarter of its third 
year.
